Edmonton bank clearings for the past three 
months have made such leaps as to arouse the sus- 
picion of certain New York financiers that they are 
if not false, at least a mild form of Arabian night 
romance, designed to give a false impression as to 
the growth of the city during the past few months. 

The secretary of the Ramonton board of trade 
is in receipt of a letter from L. T. Graham, secre- 
tary of the British and American Mortgage Co., 
Ltd., New York, asking for some explanation of the 
phenomcial bank clearings and gently hinting that 
there is some exceptional factor which will explain 
them away. Mr. Graham says:— 

In the bulletin for March we notice that the 
bank clearings have increased during the first three 
months of the year 74 per cent. over 1910.
